Through all of this, in the great 
Cathedral, Gromyko had sat im- 
mobile, head erect, giving no sign 
of motion whatever. His head did 
not bow at the prayers. 


‘The Graveside 


They came to the graveside. 
Gromyko could look into it, yawn- 
ing before him, as the casket of 
the dead man was fetched and 
placed on the webbed bands for 
the final words of the Christian 
ritual of death and burial. There 
was a prayer. It is a moment 
which must come to each of us, 
including Gromyko, 


All heads bowed but his. Re- 
porters who observed him saw 
him sitting stiffly erect. - His eyes 
seemed to be staring at something 
unseen by all save him. His face 


reflected nothing at all 


It is an exercise in futility, but 
imagination will not let it be. 
There is not too much known 
about Andrei Gromyko. He ob- 
viously is on the way up in the 
Communist hierarchy. But he is 
not yet a directing figure. He is 
a skillful man and he knows the 
United States. He carries out 
orders. 


But Gromyko was once a child. 
And his family was by no means 
peasant in the full meaning of 
that word. He was born, so the 
records show, at a small village 
bearing the family name . . 
Gromyko, on July 18, 1909. His 
family was a religious one. He 
grew up attending the Eastern 
orthodox church, which is one of 
great liturgical beauty. There are 
no available details of his life. 
He is not well knqvn in Russia. 
But his family was not radical. 
When the revolution came in 1917 
Gromkyo was but a child. What 
influences swept over him or what 
happened to his family in those 
turbulent years is not contained 
of the stories about him. 
After the revolution he was one 
of those chosen to attend the 
Institute of Economics in Moscow. 


An Exercise 


It is, as aforesaid, an exercise 
in imagination, and valueless. But 
somehow it is impossible not to 
wonder what went on in the mind 
of Andrei Gromyko as he heard, 
for the first time since he was 
a boy, the ancient words of the 
Old and New Testaments anc lis- 
tened to prayers to a God which 
he and his government officially 
deny. 


Was there, one wonders, some 


memory of his boyhood—of his} 


mother and home and prayers 
said there? But, of course, that 
is a maudlin curiosity. But it 
persists. Why was he so stiffly 
and self-consciously erect? Why 
did his eyes seem to be focused 
on some distant and remembered 
thing? - 


Was it fo conceal cynical, mock- 
ing laughter at what may seem 
to him to be petty bourgeois sup- 
erstitions? Did it give him con- 
fidence that his government could 
outmaneuver one which believed 
in prayers? 

There is one story about him 
which is revealing. Once a diplo- 
mat said to him. ‘“Mr..Gromkyo, 
you and.I are sincere men. Per- 
haps we can talk together.”

CUTS OFF FUNDS 


By its action, the board cut off 
all funds for public school opera- 
tion and also rejected the pay- 
ment of the local share of state 
tuition grants for pupils who at- 
tend privately operated schools. 


When the U.S. 4th Circuit Court 


of Appeals last month ordered de- 
segregation of the county’s high 


schools, the Prince Edward Edu-| "te 


cation Corp. reaffirmed its inten 
tion of operating private schools 
when the necessity arose. 


Prince Edward County was one 
of the five localities involved in 
the U.S. Supeme Court’s original 
desegregation decision in 1954. 
The corporation to operate private 
schools was formed soon after 
that ruling. 


SINCE DECISION 


The county has operated segre- 
gated schools since that decision, 
but integration occurred this year 
in four Virginia localities—Nor- 
folk, Arlington, Alexandria and 
Front Royal. 


In August 1958, U.S. Dist. Judge 
Sterling Hutcheson in Richmond 
gave Prince Edward until 1965 to 
desegregate its schools. 


This order was upset last month 
by the U.S. 4th Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Besides ordering the de- 
segregation of the county’s high 
schools in September, the appeals 
court directed the county school 
board to formulate plans for the 
admission of children into ele- 
mentary schools “without regard 
to race and to receive and con- 
sider applications to this end at 
the earliest practicable date.”’ 


Legislation approved by a spe- 
cial session of the General Assem- 
bly earlier this year permits local- 
ities to. get out of the public school 
business completely.

Poultrymen 
Pin Hopes 
On Auction

GAINESVILLE—North Georgia 
chicken growers, trapped in a de- 
pres market that has forced 
midst of them to operate at a loss 
for the past eight months, are 
fighting for their economic lives 
with a weapon that is unique in 
the Southeast. 


The weapon is the poultry auc- 
tion, launched only ‘nine weeks 
ago in Gainesville, the center of 
the world’s chicken business. 
Thus far it is handling an esti- 
mated 20-to-25 per cent of Geor- 
gia’s wholesale broiler purchases, 
but hard-pressed chicken-growers 
are optimistic about its future. 


The poultry auction here, con- 
ducted four times a week in a 
tin-topped building erected espe- 
cially for this purpose by the 
Georgia Poultry Exchange, is the 
only one in the Southeast. 


It is the product of a critical 
depression that has gripped the 
national poultry and egg indus- 
try, including Georgia where cash 
receipts from commercial broiler- 
fryers and eggs last year brought 
a record $224,162,000. 


“That’s over 50 per cent of 
Georgia’s entire livestock in- 
come,”’ said Al Gibson, executive

The intense heat blistered paint 
from an aerial ladder raised to 
rescue the men.

Georgia Tech quarterback Stan Gann Tuesday suf-

Gann, 19, of 2302 Dellwood Dr., 
NW, was admitted to Piedmont 
Hospital with a bullet wound in 
the right leg below the knee. The 
bullet later was removed.

New life was breathed into At-

The concensus in the U. S., Brit- 
ish and French delegations was 
that while Soviet Foreign Minister 
Gromyko clung to his present tac- 
tics there was no opportunity for 
substantive negotiation.

Explodes, Killing 11 


10 Spectators, Fireman Die 


As Blaze Shoots 300 Feet 


SCHUYLKILL HAVEN, Pa. (#—Flames from an 
exploding propane gas truck blasted jet-like on a busy 
way Tuesday killing 11 persons and injuring at least 


15 others. 


Ten of the victims were emona| 
some 30 spectators standing as 
far away as 300 feet watching 
firemen fight the flames. The 
other fatality was a fireman. 


State Trooper Earl Klinger de- 
scribed the terrific blast. 


LIKE BALL OF FIRE 


“The flames shot up the high- 
way with the speed of a jet, car- 
rying debris and parts of the 
truck, striking spectators and cut- 
ting them down like shrapnel 
would,” he said. 


Sgt. Melvin Clouser said that 
when the gas tank let loose the 
flames swept along the road like 
a ball of fire. 


The tragedy occurred on heav- 
fly ‘traveled Route 122, about 100 
miles northwest of Philadelphia in 
the anthracite coal country. Sev- 
eral school bus loads of children 
narrowly missed being involved. 
Quick-thinking drivers moved the 
buses out of danger. 


RAMMED BY TRUCK 

Police said that a tractor trail- 
er, driven by Walter Williams, 54, 
of Reading, Pa., rammed the 
rear of the halted gas truck, set- 
ting it afire. 


Williams suffered shock. Joe 
Wharton, 48, Peckville driver of 
the gas truck, was hospitalized 
with a possible fracture of the 
right leg and treated for shock. 


Pennsylvania State Police Com- 
missioner Frank G. McCartney 
quoted Williams as saying that he 
applied his brakes but that his foot 
slipped off. 

It was half an hour after the 
crash, while firemen from nearby 
communities sought to quence the 


flames, that the explosion shook 
the area.

He Won’t Withdraw Nomination 
Even If Strauss Asks, Ike Asserts

WASHINGTON — President Ei- 
senhower told Republican con- 
gressional leaders that he would 
not withdraw the nomination of 
Lewis L. Strauss to be Secretary 
of Commerce event if Strauss re- 
quested it. 


His statement came shortly be- 
fore the already bitter Senate de- 
bate over Strauss was intensified 
still further by intimations in both 
houses of Congress that anti- 
Semitism might be one factor mo- 
tivating opposition to the nominee. 


Technically, Strauss’ formal 
nomination to the post he has 
held on an interim basis since 
last November will not come be- 
fore the Senate until Thursday or 
Friday. But for all practical pur- 
poses the battle over his confir- 
mation began Monday when oppo- 
nents and supporters revealed 
their strategy for a clash that 
may last two or three weeks. 


Tuesday the President, obvious- 
ly angered by Democratic attacks 
upon his nominee, told Senate Re- 
publican leader Dirksen of Illi-

Public protest sparked 
by a pamphlet written by Emile 
Zola brought his release and res- 
toration to full service in 1906.

Into Urban Renewal 


Atlanta officials, including depart- 
ment heads, aldermen and the mayor, 
have agreed on broad plans under which 
the city can proceed to war on slums 
and to clear designated blighted areas 
for business, industrial and residential 
development by private enterprise. 


The urban renewal department prop- 
erly will take over inspection duties to 
enforce the housing code and supervise 
rehabilitation efforts. Slum clearance 
and housing codes will be combined into 
one, thus eliminating possible loss of 
federal funds for lack of code enforce- 
ment. The present housing code was 
found to be ambiguous in some areas. 


Extra personnel will be hired to 
carry out the code, both in new con- 
struction and rehabilitation. This will 
safeguard against possible loss of fed- 
eral funds for lack of enforcement. 


Very encouraging was the agree- 
ment by all department heads to give full 
cooperation to the slum clearance plans 
and to the urban renewal department. 
Mayor Hartsfield a few weeks ago had 
urged these department heads to end 
their “feet dragging’? on redevelopment 
program. 


“s The Board of Aldermen will receive 
the new proposals for adoption in two 
weeks. Passage seems assured. This is 
a splendid example of cooperation in an 
area where it’s badly needed. It follows a 
series in which Atlanta Journal reporter 
Ed Hughes has done a splendid job in 
pinpointing our failures and the results 
of them. ‘ 


In urban renewal, federal funds pay 
two-thirds of land and clearance Tosts. 
Cities may contribute their third by in- 
stallation of sewers, lights, parks and 
building of streets. It is a great bargain 
in that it removes blighted areas for new 
tax-paying properties, . 

Atlanta is fortunate in having a fine 
citizens’ committee to work with the 
program. The people have been well 
informed of plans as they progress. 
Aside from the opposition of slum own- 
ers, whose profits are subsidized by all 
taxpayers in extra costs of police, health 
and social welfare work in the slum 
areas, public opinion is thoroughly in sup- 
port of renewal plans. 

Urban redevelopment and rehabilita- 
tion is a problem which all cities of 
America are facing. Most of them have 
begun programs or are planning them. 
It is plain that as old areas sink into 
slums something must be done to re- 
store housing and business values. Re- 
habilitation and enforcement of housing 
codes will help check the spread of blight. 


The prompt, cooperative decisions of 
yesterday are a good omen for the fu- 
ture of this community.

Mental Health Reform 


Hangs in the Balance 


The newly created Advisory Com- 
mittee on Mental Institutions will hold 
its organizational meeting Friday in an 
atmosphere charged with public demand 
for sweeping reforms in the treatment 
of the mentally ill. 


Such support is the very heartbeat 
of the new approach being activated in 
the mental health program in Georgia. 


Without it there will be no marked 
improvements at the Milledgeville State 
Hospital, no psychiatric training pro- 
grams established, no screening centers 
placed in operation. There would only 
be a perpetuation in different guise of 
the neglect that plunged Georgia to the 
depths of ineffectiveness in the field of 
mental health. 

Peyton Hawes, president of the Geor- 
gia Assn. for Mental Health, stated the 
case well when he said that public 
apathy is the main thing that could cause 
the new mental health program to fail. 

“If we are to go forward in Georgia,” 
he told the Decatur Rotary Club, “we 
must be interested on an individual 
basis. If we fail to go forward, you 
should go stand in front of a mirror, 
look yourself in the eyes and ask your- 
self what you have done to help.” 

A negative answer under such cir- 
cumstances surely would make for an 
ugly reflection in the mirror and propa- 
gation of the shame that is Georgia’s. 

You can either continue to help 
strengthen the heartbeat of public opin- 
ion or you can lapse back into torpor 
and allow it to die. Let your common 
sense and your conscience be your guides.

Judge in Pennsylvania 


Upholds the Pedestrian 


What Mark Anthony said at Caesar’s 
funeral has become a part of the world’s 
famous quotes. So has Sen. Vest’s tribute 
to a dog. 

A Pennsylvania judge made a proe- 
nouncement recently which likewise may 
be written on time’s immortal pages. 

Said Justice Mike of the Pennsylvania 
State Supreme Court: 


“A pedestrian who has observed all the 
rules of the highway ... has the right to 
stop traffic until he passes by in safety 
even as Moses held back the Red Sea. 

“To say that a pedestrian may not cross 
the street merely because an automobile 
may be in view is equivalent to saying that 
the machine has rights superior to those of 
a human being.

Fulton Invests Funds 
To Taxpayers Benefit 


Continued..improvement in Fulton 
County’s fiscal controls are supported ‘in 
the annual audit just released by a top 
accounting firm. The document contains 
detailed information about how all funds 
were spent with a particularly interest- 
ing breakdown of county investments of 
idle funds. : 

As in all governments, the county has 
more funds during tax collection periods 
than in other months. While these are 
committed for use during the year, they 
are not left idle in banks but are in- 
vested in short-term securities which 
draw interest. Bond funds are similarly 
handled. 

As a,result of these and other invest- 
ments, Fulton County taxpayers received 
a bonus last year of $102,706 in earned 
interest. Certainly this practice more 
than justifies itself. 

We commend the Fulton County ex- 

ample to other government agencies, es- 
pecially the state. Idle state funds tra- 
ditionally have been deposited in banks 
which have use of the money but for 
which the state is paid nothing. It is an 
accepted patronage custom. . 
' How much the state could earn 
through investing its idle funds in short- 
term securities is a matter of conjecture. 
In time it could well run into the millions. 
Here is another area in which taxpayers 
should receive benefits now going to a 
favored few—in this case the commercial 
banks.

Foreign Aid Runs 
Into Complications 


WASHINGTON—Amazing is the word for the 
situation of crosscurrents in which the Eisen- 
hower administration’s $3,900,000,000 foreign aid _ 
program has been placed—partly by the administration itself. Two in- 


ternal struggles are going on, one in Congress and one “Downtown,” 
as to the whole direction foreign aid ought to take hereafter. 


In Congress many of those 
most expert in foreign affairs in 
both parties are trying to put 
economic aid on a long-term re- 
volving fund basis. They want to 
do this by greatly increasing—in 
some cases by doubling—the 
money that will go into the 
repayable loan fund. 

Incidentally, they also want to 
reduce military aid somewhat. 
Particularly, they would like to 
cut it down in little countries 
where jet planes are really not 
so needed or so useful as irriga- 
tion systems and better roads. 


Their real and basic purpose, 
in a word, is to set up a non- 
handout kind of economic aid 
with a five-year authorization. 


But this basic purpose has run 
into complications beyond ready 
belief. ‘“‘The administration” is 
described as being opposed to en- 
arging the repayable loan fund 
beyond the 700 million dollars 
asked for it by the Budget Bu- 
reau, and this is the state of af- 
fairs even though the President 
two years ago was asking just 
such an enlargement—and for five 
years. 


But though “the administra- 
tion” is taking this line the facts 
underneath are these: A very im- 
portant part of ‘“‘the administra- 
tion,” the State Department, is 
quietly for and not against such

For even assuming 
that Fulbright and company at 
last bring the true “administra- 
tion,” the President himself, onto 
their side, there will be yet more 
trouble. 

This trouble is in built-in Con- 
gress itself. For a five-year au- 
thorization program would by- 
pass the powerful: appropriations 
committees of Congress. 

If foreign aid is to be reformed 
in a businesslike way the Presi- 
dent will have to join his biparti- 
san foreign policy backers in 
Congress to overcome the Treas- 
ury budget alliance downtown 
and the appropriations commit- 
tee alliance on Capitol Hill.

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Baptist College Plans

Plans for a million-dollar first unit of the Atlanta 


Baptist College were shown Tuesday to 100 Atlanta 
Baptist pastors and church leaders. 


The first unit, a two-story brick 
and limestone combination ad- 
ministration and classroom build- 
ing, is scheduled to be ready for 


450 day students by September, 
1961. 


The college is to be financed 
by-a $3 million capital funds cam- 
paign with pledges payable over 
a five-year period. 

Solicitation of funds from mem- 
bers of Baptist churches in Ful- 
ton, Cobb, DeKalb, Clayton and 
Gwinnett counties is scheduled to 
begin in September. Selected 
business, interested non-Baptist 
individuals and foundations will 
also be contacted. 


The site for the school is a 464- 
acre tract 12 miles from Five 
Points on the Northeast Express- 
way at Chamblee-Tucker road. 
The property was purchased at a 
cost of $750,000. 


The architecture of the first 


unit, as well as other proposed 


classroom structures and dormi- 


tories, will be Greek Revival in 


character. Architects are Logan 
and Williams. 


The school will open as a two- 
year college in 1961 and will be- 
come a full four-year, coeduca- 
tional, liberal arts college in 1964. 
It will be operated as a coordi- 
nate of Mercer University at Ma-

creditation.

One of the most pathetic 
problems facing society today is 
a group of lost children we shall 
call Saturday’s children. These 
children, ranging in age from 3 
to 13, are appearing in ever- 
increasing numbers in Atlanta's 
welfare homes, according to 
Katherine Boling, executive di- 
rector of Child Service, a com- 
munity chest agency. 


Victims of illegitimacy, bro- 
ken homes and neglect, Satur- 
day’s children often find them- 
selves destined to a childhood 
spent in boarding homes or 
passed around from relative to 
relative—a lost generation that 
nobody wants. Here’s the story 
told by one such little boy, who 
is ten years old and his desper- 
ate search for a mom and dad 
he can call his own: 


“My name is Johnny and I 
like to play baseball. I go to 
school and I am in the fifth 
grade. I like school—my teacher 
is great but I always feel kinda 
funny when school’s out and all 
the kids talk about what they’re 
gonna do with their folks and 
all that stuff.

“‘Where I stay at the boarding 
home they’ré real nice to me 
and a couple of times some peo- 
ple came to take me to visit 
their home but I guess they 
didn’t like me ‘cause I’m still 
here. I haven’t seen my mom 
since I was six. She and my 
pop got divorced and I guess 
she didn’t have any money to 
take care of me but I sure do 
miss her.

Miss Boling points out, how- 
ever, that under careful super- 
vision, aided by excellent physi- 
cal and psychological guidance 
practically every homeless child 
is anxious to be taken into a 
home he can call his own. 

“Most of our homeless chil- 
dren are boys,’’ says Miss Bol- 
ing, and we place no age limit 
on the adopting parents who 
may wish to adopt a child out 
of the infant stage. Of course 
they can’t be too old but we 
do permit a more flexible 
standard.”

The glamorous road to Le Mans. for E. D. 
Martin, wends through a bit of challenging ter- 
rain just outside of Gainesville. 


Less than a week after Sun- 
day’s feature race of the Gaines- 
ville Enoche, the Columbus 
sportsman and his co-driver, 
Bill Kimberly of Pensacola, 
board an airliner for France 
and the World Series of road 
racing. 

The Gainesville Jaycees were 
indeed fortunate to land Martin 
and Kimberly for their exciting 
program Saturday and Sunday. 
The presence of these two adds 
an international flavor to the Al 
two-day extravaganza. 


Martin has indicated he would drive his 3.8 
Ferrari at Gainesville, the same sleek and power- 
ful machine he was in when he ran away from 
the Enoche field last year. 


‘DRIVES’ FOR LE MANS FROM GAINESVILLE 


Only Georgian ever to compete at Le Mans, 
Martin is looking forward to his second visit to 
road racing’s most famous course. 


“We had a bit of tough luck last year,”’ said 
Martin from his Columbus home Tuesday. ‘A 
dropped valve forced us out after six hours and 
40 minutes. Maybe we can do better this time.” 


His impression of Le Mans is the same as 
that of any driver who has taken part in the 
French classic. 


“It’s a magnificent course,”’ said Martin. ‘“The 
four-mile straightaway enables the driver to go 
all out, up to 170 miles an hour. On a couple of 
corners you have to slow down to 25 or 30 mph. 
Then there is a bend you take flat out, if you 
work up to it, that is. Another curve can be 
taken at 115 mph, and another at 125. There are 
all types of crooks, left and right, uphill and 
down. 


“It is certainly a challenge to the driver, this 
8\2-mile course.”’ 


driver must be in perfect condition for 24 hours 
of racing. This race does not necessarily go to 
the best driver. A little luck is involved.”’ 


Martin’s opposition at Le Mans will read like a 
who’s who of racing. . Phil Hill, Stirling Moss, 
Carroll Shelby, to mention a few. 


Right now Martin is taking aim on the Gaines- 
ville race, and at the same time hoping for a 
change of luck. After winning major races at 
Pensacola and Tuskegee and finishing sixth at 
Sebring, he failed to complete runs at Bridge- 
hampton (Conn.) and Cumberland (Md.). 


“A clutch bearing failed in practice at Bridge- 
hampton and a ground rule caught me at Cum- 
berland,”’ explained Martin. “At Cumberland I 
had the choice of crossing a prohibited line or 
hitting another car. I crossed the line and was 
disqualified.”
